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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Torek does not teach that the opening has 
polymer or silicon rich oxide residue. Applicant's claim language recites that the opening is free of polymer or silicon rich oxide residue. 
Torek does not teach the existence of the residue therefore it is understood that the opening is free of the residue as clalmed. 
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
